\ O08 theretore I ſee itis time,and high time to let 
theworld,and all poſterity to vnderſtand,thatit our en- 
liſh Artiſts (whereof ſundrie in my knowledge are of 
Jach rare and {ingular conceipt, as they were able, yea, 
and would alſo be found willing if the (tipend of honor, 

and merit were now propounded , fully to diſcouer a 

world of new inuentions, whereof no Polidore hath 
as yettaken any note or notiſe)were ſuthciently em- 
ploied inthe fulnes,and height of their ſpirits, that they 
would bring foorth ſo many,ſorich, and ſo incitimable 
buds,and bloſlomes ofskill;as neither any cluill pollicy 

that hath bin hitherto ſhur vp in printed kes,nor a- 
ny religious charity that hath bin ſo often , andſodi- 
unely ſounded in at our deafe cares,could yetproduce 
or ſhew any comparable eftefts vnto them.

And becauſe will herein proceede in the moſt ac- 
ceptable manerthat I may,I wil ſeeke to wring nothing 
out of your cofers, for I know they haue toomany 
bolts, bars, and lockes vpon them: It is but your coun- 
tenance, your commendable labours, and examples 
which are in authoritythatI require,it is butthat which 
now you looſe, & RG me youcanot faue, nay they 
are but the very crums that tallfrom Dies table wher- 
with I wil vndertake to relicue poore Lazarm,who nci- 
ther as yet with the ſaltiſh drops of his body, is able by 
his labour,nor yet by the bleeding teares of his ſoule is 
able by his miſery to procure ſutticient maintenaunce 
the one way,or compalsionthe other way , to relicue 
himſclte,and his diſtreſſed family. 

Suppoſe then that whatfocuer might be ſaned in few- 
el,and hre by fome fuch art as I would c1{couer &make 
manifeſt in moſtplaine and naked tearmes , were ſpee- 
dily,and cheeretully gathered,and broughtinto a com- 
mon treaſury, which cannotbe lefle then the one halfe 
of altthat which now is fpetin brewing throughoutthe 
whole realme of England : ſuppoſe allo hekatenins 
were added the onethird of al other fires which may al 
ſo be ſaued inal ſuch ſhires where any ſeacoale is viual- 
ly burnt, attherate of 8.s. the chawdrenor vpwarde, 
what a yearly ſumme,and maſle of treaſure would this 
amount vntothroughour this populous Hfland? Naie 
what an infinite number of poore, and fillie wretches 
might be profitably employed inthe compolitionof to 
manie colebals , as would be neceflarie in fo great an 
expence of tevvell as cannot otherwiſe bee atiotded? 
Hereunto I may alſo turther adde the fuil halfe or mot- 
ty of all ſich fewell, as is dayly, and groſtclie ſpent 
mall che petervvorkes ofthis Realme,vvhich by athird 


inuention ( allowing the petermen their vſuall coales, 
A3 vclſels, 


A ſupplie of certaine 
veſſels, and ftirnaſles) might well be ſaved, and is now 
moſt vainly, & abſurdly walted and conſumed. VVhere 
in me thinks ſuch a ſottiſh and ſitnecked people _—_ 
be forced by ſome authority to cempound,bycaule this 
violence ſhould concernetheir owne good, and now 
their ſtubbornes worketh a wiltull waſting both of great 
-{tore of wood, & leacoale that might be ſeruiceable tor 
as good or becrer vic? 

All this being preſuppoled,and warranted to be true, 
and thattheſe ſecrets whenthey ſhalbe purtin practiſe, 
(halbe found reall,and ſubſtanriall in all their prootes,& 
trials, then let vs conſider aduiſedly of all thoſe queſti- 
ons or obiections, that do preſently ariſe concerning 
the ſame. 

The firſt and principall /as | ſuppoſe )will be concer- 
ning the Authoritie of ſuch'as ſhalbe thought ht aſlel- 
ſors of ſo new, and weightie a charge.

contentment. As cocerning the firſt they cannot chuſe 
bur __ thus much benetite by the fire, that the more 
wood that ſhall bee ſpared in other ſhires by reaſon of 
this new kind of ficring they are alſolike to haue =

viuall woode, or coale the cheaper, and likewiſe their 
ownſtore tolaſt the longer. And this may allo be ſome 
reaſon to fatisfic all choſe, who(cirther vpon ſome pre- 
tence for a time,or vpona wiltul ſtomack perhaps lon- 

er)will contribute nothing to this fier , becauſe they 
avpibe will alleadge that they meane not at any time 
to victhe ſame in their own houſes.But there is yet ano 
ther reaſon,and thatis the freeing of al ſuc hfhires from 
al their idle vagabonds, who then inſteede of fending 
them tothe place where they were borne according to 
the ſtatute,may now conuey them (bee it ſpoken vnder 
correction,and with all reucrenceto al good lawes,and 
magiſtrars)into theſe excrciſing ſhires,where they ſhal 
finde ſuthcientemployment for them. 

Touching the ſecond fort otRecuſantes, it maie be, 
yeaanditis very probable and likely,that theſe veſlcls 
may alſo ſerue tor diucrs other neceſſary vies, beſides 
brewing,whereot ſome are notas yet meet to be difclo- 
ſed.
